Hut what must it have been in the time
to which my text refers? l'eter and
James and John were on that mountain
top with Jesus, when, suddenly.
Christ's face took on the. plow of
the noonday sun, and Moses and Eli-

jah, who had been dead for centuries,
came out from the heavenly world nnd
talked with our Saviour. What an over-
whelming three! Moses, representing
the law; Klijah, representing the proph-
ets, nnd Christ, representing all worlds.
Impetuous l'eter was so wrought upon
by the presence of this wondrous throe,
that, without waiting for time to con-
sider how preposterous was the propo-
sition, cried out: "Let us make three
tabernacles: one for Thee, one for
Moses, and one for Klijah." Where
would they get the material for build-
ing one tabernaele, much less matcrkfl
enough to build two tabernacle, nnd,
htilllcss, how would they get the ma-

terial for building three? here would
they get the hatumcis? Wheio the
gold? Where the sliver? Wlu-re- . the
curtains? Where the costly adorn-
ments? llcrmon Is n barren

nnd to build one lo

in Mich n place would linee toen
nn undcrtiil.lng beyond human achieve-
ment, nnd l'eter was piopoundlng the
Impossible when ho cried out In enthu-
siasm: "Let us build three tabernacles,"
And yet, that is what this congregation
lias been called upon to do nnd has done.
Tho first llrooklyn tabernacle was dedi-
cated in 1ST and destroyed by lire In
1872. The second llrooklyn Uibernacl"
was dedicated in 1S74 and destroyed by
fire in 1889.

founded absurd for l'eter to propose,
when he said on Mt. Ilermnn, in the
language of my tet,"Let us build three
tabernacles" we have not only done,
but, In the mysterious providence of
God, were compelled to do.

Wc have been unjustly criticised by
people who did not know tho facts,
sometimes for putting so much money
in church buildings, and sometimes for
not giving as much aa we ought to this
or that denominational project, nnd no
explanation has yet been made. Be-

fore I get through with tho delivery of
this sermon and its publication nnd dis-
tribution, I shall show thnt no church
on earth has ever done more magnifi-
cently, and that no church ever con-
quered more trials, nnd that no mem-
bership ever had in it more heroes and
heroines than this llrooklyn talwrnnele,
nnd I mean to havo it known that any
individual or religious newspapcrorsec-ula- r

newspaper that hereafter casts any
reflection on this church's fidelity and
generosity is guilty of a wickedness or
for which God will hold him or it re-
sponsible. One year it was sent out
through n syndicate of newspapers that
this church was doing nothing in the
wny' of liberality, when wo had that
year raised $94,000 In hard cash for re-

ligious uses. There has been persistent
and hemispheric lying against this
church. We havo raised during my

for church building and
tfcJS.OOO, or practically

11,000,000. Not an Irish famine,
or a Charleston earthquake, or
an Ohio freshet, or a Chicago
conflagration, but our church was
among tho first to help. We have
given free seats in the morning and
evening services to 240,000 strangers a
year, and that in twenty years would
amount to 4,800,000 auditors. We have
received into our membership 5,857
members, and that is only a small por-
tion of the number of those who have
hero been converted to God from nil
parts of this land and from other lands.
Under the blessing of God, and through
tho kindness of the printing press, my
sermon now go every week into'e wry
neighborhood in Christendom, nnd nre
regularly translated into nenrly alt the
great languages of Europe and Asia.

The syndicates having chai go of this
sermonlc publication Informed me a few
days ago that my printed sermons every
week, in this and other lands, go into
the hands of 250,000,000 people. Dur-
ing tholastyear, I am authoritatively in-

formed, over 2,000 different periodicals
were added to the list of those which
make this publication. And yet there
nre ministers of the Gospel nnd reli-
gious newspapers thnt systematically
and industriously and continuously
charge this church with idleness and
selfishness and parsimony. I call the
attention of the whole earth to this
outrage that has been heaped upon the
llrooklyn tabernacle, though a more con-

secrated, benevolent and splendid convo-
cation of men and women were never
gathered together outside of Heaven. I
havo never before responded to these
injustices, and probably will never re-

fer to them again, but I wish the pe-
ople of this country and other countries

to know" that what they read concern-
ing the selfishness and indolence, nnd
lack of benevolence and lack of mission
ary spirit on the part of this church, is.
from top to bottom and from stem to
stern, falsehood dastardly falsehood
diabolical falsehood. What is said
against myself has no effect, except,
like that of a coarse Turkish towel, the
rubbing down by which Improves circu
lation and produces good health. Hut
this continuous misrepresentation of my
beloved church, in tho namo of Al-
mighty God, I denounce, while I appeal
to the d men and women to
tee that justice is dono this people, who
within a few years have gone through a
struggle that no other church In my
land or any ago has been called to en-
dure, nnd I pray God thnt no other
church may over bo called to endure,
viz.: tho building of threo tabernacles
I ask the friends of tho llrooklyn tab-
ernacle to gut out this sermon from the
newspapers and put it in their pocket-book- s,

so that they can intelligently
answer our falsifiers, whether clerical
or lay. And with these you may put
that other statement, which recently
went through the country and which I
saw in Detroit, which said that tho
llrooklyn tabernacle had a hurd finan-
cial struggle, because it had all along
been paying such enormous salaries to

since I camo to live in llrooklyn, nnd
they hnvc been M mt cwntfitl years.
It was u prostrated, clinch to which I
came, a church so "flat down It could
drop no fill thefiThroifnh controversies
which It would he uwless to rehearse it
wns well nigh extinct, and for a long
while It had been without a pastor, llut
nineteen memlK-r- s could be mustered to
sUnacall for mj coming.

upper room In my house in l'hl a.lel- -

phia, there were two other committees
on similar errands from other churches
In other rooms, whom my wife was en-
tertaining and keeping npart from un-

happy collision The auditorium of tho
llrooklyn church to which I eamc defied
all the laws of acoustics; tho church
had a steeple that was tho derision of
tho town, and a hili box pulpit which
shut in the preacher as though ho wcro
dangerous to lie let loose, or It acted as
a barricade that was unnecessary to
keep back the people, for they were so
few that n minister of ordinary muscle
could hnvo kept lack all who were
there. My first Sabbath In llrooklyn,
was a sad day, for I did not realise how
far the church was down until then,
on tho evening of that day my own
brother, through whose pocket 1 enter-
ed tho ministry, died, and the tidings of
his decease reached mo at 0 o'clock in
the evening, as 1 was to preach nt 7:30.
Hut from that day the blessing of God
was on us, and in three months we be
gan the enlargement of tho building,
lleforo the close of that year wo resolv-
ed f o construct the first tabernacle.

Instead of a temple What should be
the style of architecture was tho imme-
diate question) I had always thought
the amphithentrical shape would bo
appropriate for a churclu Two dlstin-- i

guished architects were employed, and
after much hovering owr designs, they
announced to us that such a building
wns impossible for religions purposes,
as it would not be ehurehly, nml would
subject themselves nnd us to ruinous
criticism; In other words, they were
not ready for a revolution in church
architecture. Utterly disheartened as
to my favorite style of architecture,
1 said to the trustees: "Uulld any thing
you please, and I must be satisfied."
llut one morning a young architect ap-

peared at my house and asked if w e had
yet selected a plan for our church. I
said: "Xo, and whnt we want we can
not get." "Whnt stylo of a building do
you want? he asked. And taking out
a lend pencil nnd n letter envelope from
my pocket in less than a minute by a
few curved lines, I indicated in the
rough what we wanted. "Hut " I said,
"old architects tell us it can't lie done,
and there Is no uso in your trying."
He said, "I can do it How long can I

have to make out the plnns?--' I said,
"This evening at 8 o'clock every Ihiiijj
Is to lx-- decided."

At 8 o'clock of that evening the arch-
itect presented his plans, and the bid of
builder and mason were presented, nnd
in five minutes A'tr tho plans

they were unanimously
adopted. So that I would not be in the
way of the trustees during the work, I
went to Europe, nnd when 1 got back
the church was wcll-nlg- h done. Hut
here came in a staggering hindrance-W- e

expected to pay for tho new chna'h
by tho sale of the old building. The
old one had been sold, but just at the
time we must havo the money the pur-
chasers backed out and we had two
churches and no money. Ily the help
of God and the Indomitable and unpar-
alleled energy of our trustees (here and
there one of them present but
the most In a better world we got the
building ready for consecration, and on
September 25, 1870, morning and even-
ing dedicatory services were held,
and In tho afternoon the chil
dren, with sweet and ' multitudinous
voices, consecrated tho plueo to God.
Twenty thousand 'fitriJars were raised
thut day to pay a floating debt In the
morning old Dr. Stephen H. Tyng, tho
glory of the Episcopal cliunh and the
Chrysostom of the American pulpit,
reached a sermon, which lingered in Its
gracious effects as lonif as the building
stood. 1 ie read enough of the Episcopal
prayer-boo- k to ktep himself from lieing
reprimanded by his bishop for preuch-in- g

a wrvice; and we, al-
though belonging to another denomina-
tion, responded with heartiness, ns
though we were nnd to the Liturgy:
"Good Lord, deliier us!" During the
short tlmo we occupied that building,

At last, nfter, in the
Interregnum, having worshiped in
our beautiful Academy of Music
on the morning d February 22,
18JT, the annlversaiy of the Wash-
ington who conquered impossibilities
nnd on "The Sabbath that always
celebrates the resurrection, Dr. Hyron
Sunderland, chaplain of the United
States vnate, thrilled us through and
through with a dedicatory sermon from
Hnggai ii., 0: "The glory of this house
shall be greater than that of the former,
Faith the Lord of Hosts." The corner
stone of that building had been lnid
by the illustrious and now enthroned
Dr. Irena'us Prime. On the platform
on dedication day sat, among others,
Dr. Dowling of the llaptist church, Dr.
Crook of tho Methodist church, Mr.
lleecher of the Congregational church,
and Dr. French of tho Presbyterian
cHurch. Hosannnhl Another f35,00)
was raised on thut day. The following
Sunday 823 souls wcro received
Into our communion, mostly
on confession of faith.
